They believe, or claim to be­ 
lieve, that this is the ulterior 
purpose of the treaty proposed by 
the United States to prevent the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The Soviets were lectured about 
their “ unhealthy and myopic ob­ 
session” with European affairs 
the other day by Lord Chalfont, 
Britain’s representative 
at the 
Geneva disarmament talks. (Yes, 
they’re still going on ) 


The Cold War is outdated and 
Irrelevant, said I/ird Chalfont. It 
has been replaced by great con­ 
flicts of race and economic survi­ 
val. 
“ In the last quarter of this cen­ 
tury the great threats to the peace 
a nd prosperity of the world will 
tie outside Europe. They will be 
found in the turbulent and seeth­ 
ing world of Africa and Asia.” 
These threats will not be met. 
he said, “ if we cannot lift our 
tyes from the River Elbe long 
enough to recognize the simple 
facts of life about nuclear prolif­ 
eration.” 
He suggested that the least the 
delegates could do would be to 
step up the “rather leisurely tem­ 
po” of their negotiations by hold­ 
ing three meetings a week instead 
of two.

Methods To Use 
In Straightening 
Woven Fabrics 


Though fabric is woven .straight, 
the processes through which it 
goes to be printed, finished and 
rolled often pull it out of line. In 
nuch a case, straighten your fab­ 
ric before cutting. 
To do this take the piece you 
have tom or cut on a thread, 
grasp the edges at opposite sides 
and stretch the fabric diagonally, 
pulling hack and forth. Do this 
along the entire length of the 
piece. If R is still not straight, 
take it to the ironing board, 
bring the two crosswise ends to­ 
gether, 
selvages 
together 
and 
press, working toward the part 
that is out of line. This takes a 
little time, but it pays dividends 
in the long run. Fabric that is not 
straight when cut will not make 
satisfactory 
garments, 
however 
good the sewing. 
Bonded fabrics and jerseys can­ 
not he tom or a thread pulled. 
Usually you can pin the edges 
together, place your pattern on 
the fabric and cut. 
Do not hurry the preparation of 
your fabnc. Read the pattern in­

United States is in a pretty good 
position to see the Viet Nam war 
to a conclusion, no matter how 
long it takes. 
According to Sen. Philip Hart, 
we have enough quinine stockpiled 
to last 1.142 years at present 
rates of usage. 
Also, 
he says, 
there is “ no foundation for the 
currently 
popular 
myth” 
that 
Americans troops have encounter­ 
ed a resistant strain of malaria in 
Viet Nam. 
The Michigan Democrat impart­ 
ed the information at the close of 
hearings by the Senate Antitrust 
Subcommittee into the reasons be­ 
hind a 300 per cent rise in the cost 
of quinine in less than a year. 
Hart blames the price increases 
on a Dutch-controlled cartel. 
Since the United States has 11 
centuries’ worth of the substance, 
now might be a good time to re­ 
lease some of it on the interna­ 
tional market to undercut such 
alleged price rigging. 
Surely a more modest stockpile 
—say 500 years’ supply—ought to 
be enough to cover even the most 
pesimistic 
forecasts as 
to the 
duration of the war.

Not a major figure in the Bud­ 
dhist political movement was in 
the area, but at a Saigon hos­ 
pital, Thich Tri Quang continued 
his antigovernment fast for the 
16th day. A visit to his room by 
moderate monks of the Unified 
Buddhist Church failed to end 
his protest. 
The “ Screaming Eagles” of the 
U. S. 101st Airborne Division and 
skytroopers of the U. S. 1st caval­ 
ry, Airmobile, Division kept un 
the hunt for a combined force of 
North Vietnamese regulars and 
hard-core Viet Cong for the fourth 
day on the central coast 15 miles 
north of Tuy Hoa. 
The action dwindled to sporadic 
firing, but the U. S. Command 
reported that 321 Communists had 
been killed since the battle began 
Monday. This included 49 Reds 
killed by rockets and machinegun 
fire from U. S. helicopters Wednes­ 
day. 
Other evidence of increased gov­ 
ernment military activity came 
in a report that Vietnamese forces 
killed 43 Viet Cong on the ground 
and approximately 50 more from 
the 
air in 
fighting Wednesday 
near the coastal town of Mo Due, 
300 miles northeast of Saigon. 
Government casualties were re­ 
ported light. 
No other new major ground 
action was reported in South Viet 
Nam, but U. S. Air Force B52 
bombers struck before dawn in 
Tay 
Ninh 
Province 
near 
the 
Cambodian frontier 60 miles north­ 
west of Saigon. This so-called 
Zone C has long been a Com­ 
munist stronghold. 
Elsewhere in the south, U. S. 
and Vietnamese pilots flew 560 
combat
